FLAT FEARS 

Concerns greenbelt golf club up for development grabs

Chessington Golf Centre is in a de¬ 
veloper’s sights - to be replaced by 
new homes, a swimming pool, a 
leisure centre and a football pitch. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis told ward councillors two 
weeks ago “someone was interest¬ 
ed”, but the idea was rebuffed by 
them, the councillors said. 

Coun Davis issued a statement at 
4.30pm on Tuesday saying the 
council had been informally 
approached a year ago, but had 


said it was in the greenbelt. 

Chessington South Councillor 
Rachel Reid said: “It was just ‘we 
have had the potential for some¬ 
one who’s interested and want to 
talk to you about it’. 

“And we said we do not want any 
development on the greenbelt.” 

Approached by the Epsom 
Guardian, coun Davis said: “The 
council is not in a position to con¬ 
firm whether the Chessington 
Golf Course is due for closure - 
that is a matter for the owners. 

“I can confirm that a year 
ago the council was informally 
approached about this site by a 
developer wanting to build new 
homes. 


“At the time, they were advised 
that this site is within the 
metropolitan greenbelt and that 
unless exceptional circumstances 
could be demonstrated there is a 
very strong presumption against 
new house building. 

“Within the past few weeks, 
there has been a further informal 
approach regarding the prospects 
for a swimming pool, leisure cen¬ 
tre and 3G football pitch, together 
with enabling housing develop¬ 
ment to support its delivery. 

“It is important to clarify that at 
this stage there has been no formal 
request for pre-application advice 
from the council’s planning ser¬ 
vice and a planning application 


has not been submitted.” 

Chessington Golf Centre has 
nine-hole and 18-hole courses on 
lush green lands. It can be hired 
for private functions. 

The centre has been rumoured 
to close at the end of the month - 
although this has not been con¬ 
firmed by the club, who told the 
Epsom Guardian no one was 
available to discuss its future 
plans. 

Fellow ward Councillor Shiraz 
Mirza said: “I do not have much 
detail, but the residents come 
first and whatever the residents 
want I am on their side.”

Couple are boxing clever

An Ashtead couple are using 
their home as a collection 
point for gift boxes to give to 
women and children staying 
in domestic violence refuges 
this Christmas. 

Alex and Hannah Morrison 
are collecting toiletries, sani¬ 
tary products, and any other 
items that might be useful for 
those forced to live away from 
home. 

Last year Mrs Morrison, 32, 
an independent financial ad¬ 
viser, approached Project 
Shoebox - an organisation 
which co-ordinates drop-off 
points nationwide - about 
finding somewhere they could 
donate locally. 

Unfortunately, there was 
nowhere collecting nearby, so 


this year they have decided to 
collect donated shoe boxes of 
supplies and treats at their 
home in Barnett Wood Lane. 

Mr Morrison, 34, a broad¬ 
cast journalist at the BBC, 
said: “It is horrendous that 
people are having to be in a 
shelter over Christmas be¬ 
cause of some violent or abu¬ 
sive person leaving them with 
no other alternative. 

“I do not suppose we will be 
able to give them a happy 
Christmas, but if we can make 
them feel someone cares for 
them, then all too the good.” 

According to figures from 
the Department of Health, 
more than two women are 
killed by a current or former 
partner every week in the UK. 

It is startling statistics such 
as these that have inspired 
Hannah and Alex to help 
vulnerable women and their 
families this Christmas. 


He said: “There are a lot of 
these shelters around and 
that speaks volumes. 

“It is incredibly common. 

“I do not think in your adult 
life that you will have to go 
into hiding. 

“I guess it is a very 
widespread problem.”

The rumour broke on 
the council’s south of 
the borough Facebook 
group on Tuesday that 
the golf centre was to 
close and be replaced by 
700 homes. 

Terri Stockley-Hether 
ington, from Facebook, 
said: “Seven hundred 
flats would be an awful 
lot and would also mean 
that the whole town 


infrastructure would 
need reassessment as 
roads and transport ca¬ 
nnot cope here as it is. 

“That is without even 
mentioning health and 
education services.” 

Chessington Golf Cen¬ 
tre was established in 
1985. 

It is open for most of 
the year with games 
costing between £10 and 
£17. 

Kingston was named 
among the worst bor¬ 
oughs for building new 
homes in the country in 
recent years, it was re¬ 
vealed in September.

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New homes parking and wildlife fears

Residents will continue to fight 
plans to build 77 student homes 
near badger setts as the deadline 
looms for an application without a 
sanctuary for animals and plants. 

Concerned residents also fear 
their quality of life would be re¬ 
duced by students putting a strain 
on nearby parking provision. 

The developers argued in April 
that the build would take place on 
a brownfield site and would help 
to meet a shortfall in student 
accommodation. 

A planning application by 
Shrewsbury developers Loganber¬ 
ry Ltd to build accommodation for 
77 students in Mill Road, Epsom, 
was approved by Epsom and Ewell 


A controversial plan to build a 
cemetery in Banstead has been 
withdrawn after a strong cam¬ 
paign against it, but the applicants 
have vowed to try again next year. 

The plans to build a large multi¬ 
faith cemetery with a chapel on 25 
acres of greenbelt pastureland in 
Croydon Lane, on the outskirts of 
Banstead were submitted for a sec¬ 
ond time on July 29. 

A decision was due to be made 
by Friday, November 6, but the 


Borough Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee last week. 

Approval was given despite plan¬ 
ning officers’ recommendation 
that it be rejected due to concerns 
over flood risks and upsetting 
wildlife. 

Loganberry had agreed to keep 


application was withdrawn the 
previous Tuesday. 

Much of the opposition was be¬ 
cause residents felt a cemetery 
was an unsuitable use of greenbelt 
land, but Cemetery Development 
Services (CDS) - which led the bid 
- defend against this claim. 

Justin Smith, CDS director, said: 
“People say it’s not OK to build a 
cemetery on this kind of land - and 
that generally is the accepted view. 

“But actually all of the available

Daniel Diodato, who is the leader 
of the campaign against the pro¬ 
posal, welcomed the withdrawal, 
but said he fully expected another 
submission to be made.

Although the site - between 
Epsom’s Mill Road and the railway 
- is not a conservation area, it is 
home to badgers, foxes, lizards, 
stag beetles and plants. 

Simon Cowell, founder of 
Leatherhead charity Wildlife Aid, 
is also concerned with the poten¬ 
tial displacement of wildlife. 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
Ewell borough council reassured 
residents that appropriate surveys 
had been undertaken and that the 
impact on residents’ parking and 
wildlife would be minimal. 

A spokesman said: “There will be 
a number of managed parking 
spaces on the site. However, as the 
development is for student accom¬ 
modation, which will be within 
walking distance of the university 


He said: “They’ll be back again 
but we’ll be ready. We’ve got much 
more public backing - they had 18 
people at their meeting and we had 
500.” 

CDS held a public consultation 
on Wednesday, October 28, in 
which the applicant, Anisha Amin 
spoke to concerned residents. 

The online application on the 
Reigate and Banstead borough 
council website attracted more 
than 560 objections.

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Residents angry at phone mast

An “eyesore” phone mast has 
sparked outrage among 
Worcester Park residents, who 
claim it has been unfairly im¬ 
posed on them. 

Homeowners in Auriol Park 
Road claim the Vodafone 
phone mast, which they say 
towers over their houses at 
more than 12 metres high, was 
built without their consent, 
and that the council ignored 
more suitable locations. 

In a letter to the borough 
council, the residents wrote: 
“The phone mast would be in 
view every moment of the day, 
seven days a week, spoiling 
the recreational ambience and 
feeling of well-being the area 
otherwise offers the public, for 
which it pays council tax. If 
not you, who is responsible for 
protecting the environment?” 

The application received 30 
online objections and a peti¬ 
tion in opposition to the mast 
attracted 28 signatures. 

However, Epsom and Ewell 
Council defended the applica¬ 
tion process, saying it “exceed¬ 
ed local and national 
requirements”. 

A spokesman said: “The 
council has to accommodate a 
number of considerations, in¬ 
cluding public views. 

“Under planning rules 


stipulated by central Govern¬ 
ment, there was no basis on 
which the council could object 
to this application.” 

The phone mast went up on 
Monday, November 2, in Salis¬ 
bury Road, Worcester Park, 
which is adjacent to Auriol 
Park Road. 

The construction also in¬ 
cluded power boxes, which 
residents claim were “covered 
in graffiti and posters” within 
days of going up. 

Trisha Wraight, 66, of Auriol 
Park Road, said: “We feel like 
we haven’t been given a voice 
during the entire consultation 
process. Now we have to look 
at that all day every day. It’s 
horrible. 

“We managed to scrub some 
posters off a while ago, but the 
graffiti is horrible. It’s amaz¬ 
ing how soon after it went up 
it got scribbled all over. 

“Other residents are abso¬ 
lutely horrified - even the 
ones who weren’t particularly 
opposed to it at first took a 
first look the other day and 
they’re mortified. 

“It dominates the view and 
I’ve had to keep my curtains 
shut all the time on that side of 
the house.” 

A similar plan for a mast 
owned by Orange was defeat¬ 
ed exactly 10 years ago and Jo 
Croft, whose late husband was 
instrumental in that victory, 
said she did not see why the 
reasons for rejecting the plans 


10 years ago are no longer 
valid. 

Mrs Croft said: “Back in 2005 
my husband and a few neigh¬ 
bours were very active in get¬ 
ting the plans turned down, 
and they came up with a good 
argument. If that argument 
worked back then, why should 
things be any different then? 
It just doesn’t make sense.” 

Vodafone said the reason 
for building the mast was to 
provide 3G coverage to the 
south-west side of Worcester 
Park, where coverage levels 
“currently fall below that re¬ 
quired for adequate indoor 
reception”. 

A spokesman, for the com¬ 
pany said: “When we planned 
the mast last year and before 
it was granted approval we 
wrote to the local planning au¬ 
thority, the MP, three ward 
councillors, the headteachers 
and governors of three 
schools. 

“No comments were re¬ 
ceived. We understand that 
some people in the communi¬ 
ty have concerns about masts, 
but if we are to provide a ser¬ 
vice for customers, we must 
locate them where people use 
their phones - where they live, 
work and travel. This mast 
will provide 2G, 3G and 4G ser¬ 
vices locally.”

Patrick Miller, honorary as¬ 
sistant priest at St Mary’s, 
delivered a moving sermon, 
where he said: “Since 1918 
not a year has passed without 
conflict.

“If we treated all the living 


with the same kindness that 
we treat the dead we would 
have more rewarding rela¬ 
tionships.”

He said: “I think today’s

Roof protest controversy 



Offensive letters labelling all 
travellers as “thieving scum” 
were sent to the manager of a 
community hub in Leather- 
head who supports families 
from the River Lane site. 

Police are investigating 
after Jenny Moore, 61, man¬ 
ager of B@titude in Kingston 
Road received anonymous 
letters in January, April, and 
most recently on Wednesday, 
October 28. 

Beyond her work with B@ti- 
tude helping young Leather- 
head families, she also 
campaigns for four traveller 
families hoping to settle on 
greenbelt land in River Lane. 

The families bought the 
land in 2003 and have been 
trying to secure permission 
to settle ever since. 

The four families have sub¬ 
mitted three applications 
and attended six develop¬ 
ment control meetings and 
three public inquiries to re¬ 
main on the site, but have 
been refused permission on 
each occasion. 

Mrs Moore said: “We 
jumped on board after they 


were told to go back to where 
they came from and told they 
were not welcome in Mole 
Valley. 

“One of the mums, Susan, 
has become a very close 
friend. They are a really love¬ 
ly community. 

“This is a group of families 
no different to mine. 

“They just want a place to 
call home and a place for 
their children to be educated, 
so we support them.” 


Mrs Moore said she has re¬ 
ceived three offensive letters 
this year, criticising her sup¬ 
port for the traveller commu¬ 
nity work. 

The most recent letter was 
prompted by the case of 
cowboy gardener Ben 
Brown who was imprisoned 
for three-and-a-half years in 
October for conning elderly 
clients out of nearly 
£750,000. 

A clipping of a newspaper 


article about Brown, a for¬ 
mer head of the traveller 
community, was attached. 

The anonymous letter said 
that “most sane, decent peo¬ 
ple loathed gypsies” and de¬ 
scribed them as “thieving 
scum”. 

The letter she received on 
January 15 called the trav¬ 
ellers “scum” and encour¬ 
aged Mrs Moore to “let them 
move into your back yard if 
you love them so much.” 

Mrs Moore reported the let¬ 
ters to Surrey Police, who of¬ 
fered to investigate the letters 
as hate crimes. 

She hopes that by support¬ 
ing her friends from River 
Lane she can help them find 
settled accommodation. 

Mrs Moore encourages 
members of the wider com¬ 
munity to be more tolerant. 

She said: “Of course, there 
are people who say, ‘all peo¬ 
ple from the traveller com¬ 
munity are thieving scum’. 
And I think, ‘hang on a 
minute, you can’t do that’. 

“It is about having the abili¬ 
ty to treat people as individu¬ 
als, not tarring them all with 
the same brush.”

Prolific New Fathers 4 Jus¬ 
tice campaigner Martin 
Matthews claims police have 
told him if he climbs Chris 
Grayling’s roof for a seventh 
time, he will face prosecution 
for harassment. 

After climbing the roof of 
the Epsom and Ewell MP’s 
constituency home in Octo¬ 
ber, charges of harassment 
and failure to comply with 
police direction against Mr 
Matthews and associate 
Bobby Smith were dropped, 
police confirmed. 

But while climbing a build¬ 
ing - provided no criminal 
damage is done - is a civil of¬ 
fence, Mr Matthews, from 
Middlemead Road, Great 
Bookham, has been warned 
after scaling Mr Grayling’s 
constituency office four 
times and his home twice. 

Mr Matthews said: “This 
goes to show that anyone can 
climb any building. I would 
encourage other people to do 
it, if they have a cause they’d 


like to draw attention to. 

“If anyone wants to climb a 
roof, I’ll happily provide a 
ladder and anything else they 
need. 

“Chris Grayling can’t do 
anything because the police 
are taking no further action. 
And if he doesn’t like it he 
can always write to his MP.” 

The pair were removed 
from Mr Grayling’s roof with 
the aid of firefighters and 
held at Reigate police station 
before being released on bail. 

The pair, who were aiming 
to draw attention to “unequal 
parental rights in the eyes of 
the courts”, were dressed as 
Bob the Builder and Elmo. 

The campaigners targeted 
Mr Grayling’s home because, 
as leader of the House of Com¬ 
mons, he sets the agenda of 
what is debated in parliament. 

Mr Matthews says he is con¬ 
sidering David Cameron’s 
home for his next protest, al¬ 
though he is wary of surveil¬ 
lance equipment present.

Foodbank must grow 



The Epsom and Ewell Foodbank 
has said it is looking for a new, 
bigger home to cope with an ex¬ 
pected “sharp rise” in the num¬ 
ber of people it will need to feed 
next year. 

In its three years of existence 
the foodbank has fed more than 
7,000 people and has collected 
hundreds of tons in food dona¬ 
tions, including sponge pud¬ 
dings, tea bags, instant mashed 
potato and soup. 

But despite the UK no longer 
being in recession, the Epsom 
foodbank’s output this year is 10 
per cent higher than it was the 
previous year, and forecasts 
mean it is preparing for a bigger 
spike next year. 

Jonathan Lees, who runs the 


foodbank, said: “The main rea¬ 
son people come to us is that 
they’re in low-income jobs. 
That’s not people who are unem¬ 
ployed; it’s because we don’t pay 
working people enough to live.” 

The foodbank is currently 
based in the Generation Church, 
in Ruxley Lane, Epsom, but it is 
just one of five satellite homes, 
which are needed to feed people 
all over the borough. 

Mr Lees said: “We’ve been told 
next year to expect a sharp rise 
in clients, and so we’d love to 
have a bigger place - a perma¬ 
nent place - so we can store more 
food.” 

Mr Lees said one of the biggest 
obstacles the foodbank faces is 
the mistaken public belief that, 
because of the relevant affluence 
of Epsom and Ewell, demand is 
low. 

He said: “People have this idea 
of Epsom being a place with a lot 


of money, but there are people 
starving in our community. 

“How can that happen in such a 
nice place? 

“Part of the problem is that it’s 
quite expensive to live here, so if 
you haven’t got much to start 
with, you might have to choose 
between feeding your family and 
heating your home.” 

Members of the public can get 
involved in a number of ways 
with the foodbank, through the 
website epsomewell.foodbank. 
org.uk, from volunteering or by 
donating food or money. 

More than a million people in 
the UK were given emergency 
food in the financial year 2014- 
15, whereas the number of those 
in need of foodbank services 
was only 25,000 at the start of 
the recession. 

Foodbanks in the south-east fed 
almost 100,000 people last year, 
according to the Trussell Trust.

Row over scheme to 
boost mental health

An Epsom councillor and health 
campaigner has challenged the 
council to join a nationwide initia¬ 
tive to co-ordinate mental health 
projects in the borough. 

Co-founder of the Surrey Ar¬ 
rhythmia Support Group, council¬ 
lor Jane Race, has relaunched her 
campaign for Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council to sign up to the 
Mental Health Challenge. 

The challenge calls on local au¬ 
thorities to nominate a mental 
health “champion” to implement 
a framework that would raise 
awareness of mental health issues 
in the community and co-ordinate 
provision in the community. 

But chairman of the council’s 
health liaison panel, Councillor 
Liz Frost, believes the council’s 


current contribution to mental 
health services is adequate and 
that a unified approach might 
“spread things too thinly”. 

Coun Race said that although 
awareness of mental health issues 
has improved considerably in re¬ 
cent years, she believes the coun¬ 
cil can still do more to help. 

She said: “Awareness is better 
than it was, but people forget just 
how wide-ranging it can be and 
how it can affect people in their 
day-to-day lives. Mental health 
covers such a diverse range of 
conditions, from post-natal de¬ 
pression to schizophrenia, and it 
affects people in different ways. 

“That is why I think it would be 
good to have one person who 
would be a mental health champi¬ 
on who would help to co-ordinate 
our approach.” 

Coun Frost believes the coun¬ 
cil’s current approach is satisfac¬ 
tory and that there is no need to 


change it. The council already 
works with charities Love Me, 
Love My Mind and the Sunnybank 
Trust, and also has ties to Age 
Concern, Alzheimer’s Society and 
Central Surrey Health through 
the Epsom and Ewell Citizens’ Ad¬ 
vice Bureau. 

Dorothy Watson, chief executive 
of the Sunnybank Trust, which 
works with adults with learning 
disabilities, believes a co-ordinat¬ 
ed approach would be of benefit to 
mental health groups. 

She said: “Mental health issues 
are more prevalent in people with 
learning disabilities and so the 
group we are working with are 
susceptible to it. 

“The only way you are going to 
make a difference is by collabora¬ 
tions and partnerships with other 
groups in the community, so we 
would be interested in this.”

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Did you witness scooter accident? 


A distressed motorist has appealed for 
witnesses to a crash that left him injured, 
“shaken” and facing a lengthy insurance 
battle.

The racing world has paid tribute 
to three-time Epsom Derby win¬ 
ner Pat Eddery who has died at 
the age of 63. 

Mr Eddery, who rode 4,600 win¬ 
ners during a career in which he 
won 14 British Classics and four 
Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe, is 
widely regarded as one of the 
best riders of all time. 

Only Sir Gordon Richards had 
ridden more winners in Britain 
than him. 

He won the Epsom Derby three 
times between 1975 and 1990. 

Mr Eddery won the 1975 Derby 
with Grundy, with Golden Fleece 
in 1982 and with Quest For Fame 
in 1990. 

Mr Eddery retired in 2003 and 
was made an OBE in 2005. He had 
been recently suffering from ill 
health.

“He was the man we all aspired 
to be in the saddle. 

“Everyone looked up to him in 
the weighing room. He was just a 
great person to be around - a pro¬ 
fessional’s professional.” 

Nigel Payne, chairman of the 


PJA, said: “I well remember a 
trip to San Francisco with Pat, 
Lester Piggott, Tony Ives and 
Yves Saint-Martin. Pat was quite 
the joker on the trip, often wind¬ 
ing Lester and the others, includ¬ 
ing me, up. 

“He was terrific company and 
in more recent years, whenever I 
bumped into Pat, he always greet¬ 
ed me with a warm smile. 

“He was a lovely guy and his 
premature passing really sad¬ 
dens me.” 

The PJA’s executive director 
(racing), former jockey Dale Gib¬ 
son, said: “It was a pleasure and a 
privilege to sit next to him on oc¬ 
casions and an even greater one 
to ride against him. 

“He never seemed to fluster or 
show any sign of nerves, whatev¬ 
er the circumstances. 

“He developed his own unique 
style, which some tried to copy, 
but rarely replicated. His hands 
were silk, his whip action, 
perfection.”

If you're a landlord, then you'll no 
doubt be more than aware that 
since the start of October the 
Smoke and Carbon Monoxide 
Alarm Regulations 2015 have 
been in place. 

These set out your responsibilities 
(or those of an agent acting on your 
behalf) to not only ensure that 
smoke alarms are installed on every 
floor of your rented property, but 
also that they are tested and work¬ 
ing at the start of every new tenan¬ 
cy. The regulations also state that 
Carbon Monoxide alarms must be 
fitted in rooms where there's a solid 
fuel appliance - this includes wood 
burners and open fires. 

Whilst on the face of it, these 
new regulations appear pretty 
straight forward, Andrews has 
found that there is in fact some lin¬ 
gering confusion. This needs to be 
eradicated without delay given 
the importance of these new regu¬ 
lations and the threat of a fine of 
up to £5,000 for non-compliance. 

Andrews found over the last few 
weeks that confusion remains over 
exactly who is responsible for ad¬ 
hering to these legislative changes 
and what the timeframe for being 
compliant is. It's perhaps not sur¬ 
prising that the timing issue exists 
given the laws rather last minute 
passage through parliament and 
the hiccups it incurred along the 
way. 

However, in terms of where re¬ 
sponsibility lies, if you're a landlord 
then you need to ensure that your 
property is compliant with the new 
laws. You can arrange for an agent 
to carry out these checks on your 
behalf, however it is ultimately your 
responsibility to ensure this is done. 
Andrews has been automatically 
carrying out these checks ahead of 
legislation on behalf their land¬ 
lords. 

Andrews also contacted all of 
their landlords via an email cam¬ 
paign to ensure that they were 
equipped with the full details of the 
new laws, whilst inviting them to 
come in their nearest branch to dis¬ 


cuss any queries or concerns that 
may remain. 

For any landlord who hasn't per¬ 
sonally acted to ensure compliance 
since the start of October, or who is 
unsure if their managing agent has 
met the new requirements, then 
we'd urge you not to delay in ad¬ 
dressing this issue. Whilst the 
alarms will need to be checked at 


the outset of 

each new tenancy, there is no ex¬ 
cuse for delaying if you have a long¬ 
term tenant in situ and the threat 
of a £5,000 should provide you with 
the necessary urgency 
to act now. 

The new legislation currently 
makes no inclusion for checks on 
electrical items but our recommen¬ 


dation would be to nonetheless in¬ 
clude yearly checks on these so 
that you can reassure your tenants 
of your commitment to their safety, 
whilst safeguarding the value of 
your property.

1) Having a property rewired is ex¬ 
pensive and disruptive, so we 
often put up with the wiring we've 
inherited when we move and for¬ 
get about getting it sorted. Unless 
the sockets, light switches and 
flexes are obviously old, it can be 
hard to tell the age of the wiring. A 
good place to start is the fuse box. 
If it has rewirable fuses, for exam¬ 
ple, it should probably be replaced 
because modern fuse boxes don't 
use fuse wire. Other signs of old 
wiring include sockets with burn 
marks, sockets mounted on skirt¬ 
ing boards, and surface-mounted 
cables. 

2) The only way to be sure if the 
wiring's safe is to get a qualified 
electrician to test it. If your home 
does need rewiring, it's easiest to 
use an electrician registered with 
one of the Government's compe¬ 
tent-person schemes, such as 
NICEIC (niceic.com), as they can 
self-certify that their work com¬ 
plies with building regulations. If 
they don't belong to such a 
scheme, you can get their work 
checked and signed off by a build¬ 
ing control inspector (either from 
your local council or a private 
firm). The key thing is to get a 
completion certificate from a 
recognised organisation. 

3) Gas appliances are another 
potential clanger. By law, they 
must be installed by a Gas Safe 
Register engineer (gassaferegis- 
ter.co.uk). They should also be ser¬ 
viced by one annually to ensure 
they're safe and working efficient¬ 
ly. Carbon monoxide poisoning 
from gas appliances can, of 
course, be fatal and is hard to de¬ 
tect. That's why it's safest to have a 
carbon monoxide alarm in each 
room where there's a gas appli¬ 
ance. You must press the test but¬ 
ton on it regularly to make sure it 
works. 

4) Smoke alarms should also be 
tested regularly, but there's noth¬ 
ing more annoying than one that 
goes off every time you burn a

piece of toast. Taking out the bat¬ 
tery is a potentially dangerous 
habit to get in to, so go for an 
alarm with a silencer. Some alarms 
are 'toast proof, meaning they're 
less likely to be set off when you 
cook. If you have wired-in alarms, 
your electrician should fit a heat 
detector in the kitchen. 

5) All new homes must be fitted 
with interlinking wired-in smoke 
alarms. If you don't want to re¬ 
place your home's existing doors 
with fire doors when doing a con¬ 
version, getting an electrician to 
install smoke alarms through-out 
should ensure compliance with 
building regs. If wired-in alarms 
aren't required, fitting smoke 
alarms that wirelessly interlink is a 
great alternative. Interlinking 
means that if there's a fire, all the 
alarms will go off at the same 
time.

Epsom Property Market - Asking Prices Drop but Values rise 


Those of you who regularly read my weekly 
articles in the Epsom Property Blog will know 
I like to keep abreast of the Epsom property 
market. Something attracted my attention 
this week about the local property market, 
something I wanted to share with my many 
readers. 

Over the last month, there appears to have been 
an anomaly in the local property market, whereby 
asking prices in the town have dropped, yet property 
values have increased. The average asking price 
of an Epsom property, according to Rightmove, fell 
1.2% this month yet the average value of an Epsom 
property rose by 0.9%. 

So how does this relate in monetary terms? This 
anomaly has driven the average asking price of an 
Epsom property down slightly to £556,000 whilst the 
average value is now £474,600. 

So why the difference? Technically an asking 
price' can be any price that a homeowner wants to 
place his or her property on the market for, with the 
agent. Unfortunately, many times this is done without 
research and can result in overpriced properties 
that don’t sell. As the summer months are normally 
slightly quieter those left on the market wanting to sell 
often temper their asking prices in these months to try 
and generate interest in their property. 

On the other side of the coin, the property value’ 
is the price that a willing buyer is prepared to pay 


and a willing seller is prepared to sell at. Therefore, 
in a nutshell, Epsom property values are continuing 
to rise and those homeowners in Epsom who have 
properties on the market, last month on average, 
reduced their asking prices... great news for property 
owners and buyers alike! 

In previous articles, I have spoken about the 
continued fundamental shortage of property coming 
on to the market compared to buyer demand. That is 
especially true for homeowners wanting to upgrade 
to a better house/better location. I can appreciate 
Epsom home owners are reluctant to put their own 
property on the market speculatively and wait for 
the right property to become available and some 
high demand locations can suffer from a property 
stalemate. 

Most homeowners don’t want to sell and have 
nothing to buy. 

But that’s the beauty of the much maligned English 
and Welsh house buying process. You can find a 
purchaser for your property, then ask them to wait. 
By agreeing a sale (subject to contract) before you 
try to buy sounds concerning to many, but with fewer 
properties for sale you need to have a buyer for your 
property or you will be treated as a less serious buyer 
yourself. If you cannot find the right home for you, you 
can slow the deal with your purchaser until it comes 
along. If nothing suitable does comes along and you 
lose your buyer then the worst outcome is that you 
have to find another purchaser or take your property 


off the market and stay put for now, and as long as 
you mention this at the start they must not commit 
to any costs until you have agreed your onward 
purchase. 

However, for the landlord/buy to let investors, these 
potential problems are nothing further from the truth. 
As I write this article, there are 96 flats for sale, 
53 terraced houses and over 80 semis for sale in 
Epsom. Landlord/Buy to let investors can normally 
pick up some bargains in the Autumn months, as 
sellers who are selling their homes often have a 
pressing need to sell by this time. 

The types of houses an Epsom landlord typically 
buys, are not the same types as the homeowners 
wanting to move to a posher area of the town as 
they are attracted by larger semis and detached 
properties. The best types of properties for buy to 
let are the smaller flats, terraced and semis (not the 
big detached ones). There are in fact many of these 
smaller properties for sale... just look at the numbers 
of properties for sale (mentioned in the previous 
paragraph). 

If you are a landlord or thinking of become one for
